The Dust Bath. 


A dust batli should be provided in 


every brcetliug pen and should consist 
of a shallow box 5 by 4 feet, in which 
you place sand, ashes anil some sul- 
pbur «iivl a little insect povrder. This 
should be shaded In tbe summer time. 
Keep «'ry and have a cover to take on 
and off in the winter mouths. Neglect 
of tbe batli means an increase of the 
fowl fleas, which, unlike the blood 
luites, \vkicb are only found out at 
night and hide away during the day, 
live ou tbe b;xly of the hen and drain 
it cf much of the egg forming ele- 
cients. These parasites lay countless 
small vrhlto eggs on the downy part of 
tbe feathers, especially under the wings 
and near the vent 
In the early nu- 


tumu. when the birds usually lose their 
o!«.l feathers, these eggs are carried nil 
about the farm, are duly hatched aud 
return to the houses.
